Naval Pol'cy of Federal Government | 
Was Accepted Without a Division; 
Money Vote Reduced by One Million 


OTTAWA, May 22.—(By Canadian Press)—Without dividing, the house of commons tonight 
adopted the cantested vote of $1,500,000 for naval service. Thereby, the house also accepted the gov- 
ernment’s naval policy of one destroyer and two trawlers for each coast with the consequent laying up 
of the cruiser Aurora and the two submarines. The naval vote adopted is a million dollars less than 
was the appropriation for last year. 

The end came after three days’ discussion and after renewed Conservative criticism. Right Hon. 
Arthur Meighen, leader of the opposition, declared that the government's policy was a policy of 
going backward. On the other hand, Hon. George P. Graham, minister of defence, came out sharply 
n vindication of the government's proposal. It was his firm belief that they would be to the advan-
